LIMITED VICTORY 


Base Confidence in Pas- 
sage of Direct Curbs on 
Defeat of G.O.P. Move 
for Higher Interest and 
Bank Requirements. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP) 
—<Administration forces in the 
House laid cautious claim today 
to probable limited victory in the 
big battle over economic controls. 

Still ahead, however, loomed 
the crucial struggle over price 
rollbacks, in which farm state 
members appeared united for an 
all-out drive to wipe out roll- 
backs—past and future—on every 
kind of farm product. 

With the House locked in bit- 
ter controversy, administration 
and labor union spokesmen kept 


up a drum fire of pleas for con- 
tinued strong controls, mixed 
with predictions of disaster if 
they are not heeded. 


Di Salle Warns Farmers. 
1. Mobilization director Charles 
E. Wilson called on the nation 
not to be lulled by the prospect 
of a Korean truce into easing 
controls or the rearmament effort, 


2. Price Stabilizer Michael V. 
Di Salle told farmers failure to 
control ‘prices would hurt them 
most of all. 


3. A large segment of or- 
ganized labor drafted a “warning 
and appeal” to the American 
people to get after their Con- 
gressmen in support of a controls 
program to avert a predicted: $1 
a day rise in living costs. 


In preliminary House skirmish- 
ing, Democratic lines held firmly 
yesterday in their initial test. By 
a vote of 169 to 149, the House 
turned back a concerted Repub- 


istration to try indirect controls 
before continuing direct curbs. 
Representative’ Priest of Ten- 
nessee, an assistant Democratic 
floor leader, interpreted the vote 
to mean that President Truman 
will get a controls bill which will 
“still be adequate,” even though 
short of everything he wants. 
‘Safe on Principle.’ 

“It indicates we are safe on the 
principle of direct controls,” 
Priest told reporters. “It shows 
the House is not in a mood to do 
away with controls, or even 
greatly weaken them.” 

Only ‘a few hours after the 
House opened what promises to 
be a week-long battle of votes 
over renewal of the controls law 
now due to expire July 31, 
Mobilization Director Wilson di- 
rected his plea to the nation. 

Yesterday’s House action killed 
a Republican-backed proposal by 
Representative Wolcott (Rep.), 
Michigan, which would require 
the Federal Reserve Board and 
Treasury to raise discount rates, 
increase bank and gold reserve 
requirements, and take other sim- 
ilar steps. 

Only then could direct con- 
trols, such as Truman asks, have 
been imposed. 

‘Horsemeat Amendment.’ 

The House, on strict party 
lines, followed “Democratic lead- 
ers who urged defeat of the Wol- 
cott proposal. as a move that 
would “scuttle” controls legisla- 
tion and possibly lead to “panic 
and depression.” 

Wolcott offered his suggestion 
as expressing the wishes of Con- 
gress. As such, it was meaning- 
less as a statutory mandate on the 
Reserve Board or the Treasury. 
But it served as a sharply-de- 
fined guide to House sentiment. 

Representative Rabaut (Dem.), 
Michigan, denounced Wolcott's 
proposal as a “horsemeat amend- 
ment,” and he told the House: 
“If we deny the government the 
authority to roll back prices and 
maintain firm economic controls, 
we will be remembered by the 
Amierican. people as the horse- 
meat Congress—the Congress that

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee recommended today an 18 
per cent cut in this year’s funds 
for the State Department, but 
aimed none of the reduction di- 
rectly at Secretary Acheson.

Acheson’s ouster did not offer a 
proposal to prohibit the use of 
funds to pay his salary during 
the fiscal year which started July 
1, Such a bar probably will be 
offered during House debate, and 
Democratic leaders have conceded 
the vote will be close.

The committee recommended 
that the State Department be 
given $231,432,000 for the $283,- 
686,476 President Truman re- 
quested. That would be a cut of 
$52,254,476.

The committee emphasized the 
need for “a strong Department of 
State” but made cuts in all but 
one of its items. Untouched was 
$3,000,000 to liquidate authority 
to enter into contracts,for the 
Philigbine rehabilitation program. 

The international information 
and educational’ program, which 
finances the “Voice of America,” 
was cut $30,000,000, leaving it 
$85,000,000 for the year. This is' 
an increase of $14,520,150 over 
the last fiscal year. 

Six Languages Added. 

The committee approved addi- 
tion of six new languages to the 
broadcasts but denied $2,834,000 
to purchase radio sets for free 
distribution to foreign audiences. 

The committee criticized plans 
of the foreign educational pro- 
gram executives to spend an av- 
erage of $8.73 each on meals for 
375 “leaders and specialists” due 
to visit the United States this 
year. It said “such luxuries” 
should be dispensed with. 

It also criticized program em- 
ployes for having made 364 
speeches in the United States in 
the seven months preceding last 
Jan. 30, saying “wholesale speech- 
making to our own people” is not 
the purpose of the program. 

Effect of Amendment.

SENATORS FEAR 
DEFENSE WORK IF 


TRUCE REACHED 


Duff, Johnson of Texas, 
Connally and Russell 
Warn Against Easing 
Off, Say That Is What 
Kremlin Wants. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (UP)— 
Some senators were gravely con- 
cerned today lest the Kaesong 
truce talks mask a giant. Russian 
“softening up” process designed 
to discourage American rearma- 


ment. 

President Truman, Secretary of 
Defense George C. Marshall and 
other officials have warned for 
weeks against a letdown in pre- 
paredness preparations. But not 
until the start of actual cease-fire 
negotiations has this concern been 
reflected in Congress. 

Senator Duff (Rep.), Pennsyl- 
vania, one of his party’s leading 
foreign and defense policy spokes- 
men, told a reporter that the Unit- 
ed States faces a “fatal mistake” 
if it eases off military prepara- 
tions in the event of a Korean 
truce. 

Tendency to Let Down. 

“If a cease-fire is obtained in: 
Korea,” Duff said, “there will be 
a natural tendency to let down in 
this country. To allow this to 
happen would be so grave a mis- 
take that it would be impossible 

overestimate the consequences. 
“The danger we face today is 
due primarily to the fact that. 
after World War II, we allowed 
all our military might to deteri- 
orate at the very time Russia used 
this opportunity to build up hers 
to a new maximum. 

“To repeat that melancholy 
chapter of history could be a fatal 
mistake to the security of our na- 
tion and actually be playing di- 
rectly into the Kremlin’s hands.” 

Johnson’s Warning. 

His warning coincided with one 
from Chairman Johzson (Dem.), 
Texas, of the Senate’s prepared- 
ness subcommittee. He held that 
the cease-fire negotiations could 
be “just the feint that precedes a 
crushing body blow” which could 
be launched by the Soviet Union 
in a number of places. 

Johnson moved forward with 
plans for a new, over-all investi- 
gation of defense targets and how 
fast the nation is meeting them. 
He disclosed that the nation’s top 
military leaders probaby will be 
called to revjew America’s precise 
ability to meet its global foreign 
military commitments. 

Actually, Johnson disclosed, the 
military services already have in- 
formed the committee informally 
that their manpower goals are too 
low, and these statements will 
come under review in the in- 


quiry. 
Others Give Views. 
Senators Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
and Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
chairmen respectively of the for- 
eign relations and armed services 
were among those 
warning against a letdown. 
Connally told reporters he fa- 
vored fulfilling rearmament goals 
and “building up our defenses 
regardless of what happens in 
Korea.” But Connally admitted 
that peace in Korea might be 
taken as a reason for cutbacks in 
the pending $8,500,000,000 eco- 
nomic and military aid bill for 
free nations around the world. 
Russell said that he was “al- 
ways skeptical” where the Rus- 
sians. are concerned, and he held 
out the possibility that the Com- 
munists may demand a voice in 
writing the Japanese peace treaty 
in return for a Korean armistice. 
Advice by Flanders.

FBI SECURITY INQUIRIES 
INCREASE 380 PER CENT 
SINCE WORLD WAR II

STARTLING increase in

Soviet Plans Unchanged.

Wilson last week denied he 
would resign if the present legis- 
lation, barring rollbacks and oth- 
erwise weakening the price-ceil- 
ing system is finally adopted. In 
last night’s speech he also had 
harsh words for “quitters.” 

“Americans aren’t quitters,” he 
said. “If they understand the 
grave dangers that confront our 
country, they won’t quit on a pro- 
gram designed to promote our 
military might, quickly and ade- 
quately.” 

Wilson estimated that the Sen- 
ate bill extending the defense act 
could mean price boosts of 5 to 7 
per cent in the next year, a total 
increase of up to 14 billion dol- 
lars in living costs, and a dollar- 
a-day rise in the average family 
budget.

The nation’s rearmament must 
go on, Wilson insisted, and if Con- 
gress passes what he called “dis- 
abling legislation” its cost will 
take a heavy toll in bills for gro- 
ceries and household goods. 
Replies to Taft. 

Without referring directly to 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, Wilson 
took issue with Taft’s charge that 
the Government waited too long 
last fall to use the stabilization 
powers granted by Congress in 
September. 

Not until Chinese Communists 
joined the North Koreans, he said, 
was it clear that the new outbreak 
of panic buying would require 
controls. 

In any event, Wilson said, it is 
“absurd” to use this criticism as 
an argument that stronger con- 
trols should not be voted now “or 
that present controls should be 
weakened.” 

The months ahead are the pe- 
riod when inflation safeguards 
will get their severest tests, he 
said, explaining that military pro- 
duction will hit full stride and 
civilian goods will dwindle—while 
defense industry paychecks put 
more money in people’s pockets 
to buy the shortened supply of 
consumer articles. 

“Let us consider all these facts 
when we are inclined to lean 
back and relax as a result of the 
ee Korean truce,” Wilson 
said.

FRENCH PREMIER 
OUT TO CLEAR WAY 
FOR NEW CABINET 


PARIS, July 10 (UP)—Premier 
Henri Queuille resigned tonight 
to make way for a new French 
government as a result of the 
recent elections. His resignation 
came shortly after the National 
Assembly re-elected 980;year-old 
Edouard Herriot as its president. 

Queuille’s cabinet had reniained 
in power on a caretaker basis 
since the national elections last 
month returned a chamber some- 
what more to the right than the 
last one. The constitution required 
him to quit after the elections. 

Political experts said it would 

take up to three weeks to form 
a strong new cabinet—the na- 
tion’s seventeenth since the liber- 
ation. 
Queuille appeared determined 
not to try again. Finance Mini- 
ster Maurice Petsche, an inde- 
pendent, was reported a favorite 
to make the first attempt.

Fields Calls Both Sides to

ment. 


Mayor Alvin. G. Fields inter- 
vened today in the wildcat strike 
of 170 bus drivers and garage 
employes of East St. Louis City 
Lines, Inc., who walked out yes- 
terday in protest against condi- 
tions they consider objectionable. 

The Mayor, who had. said he 
would give the company and the 
strikers an opportunity to get 
together yesterday, called both 
sides to a meeting at City Hall 
today in an effort to work out 
a settlement. 

The unexpected walkout early 
yesterday left hundreds of bus 
riders stranded on rain-swept 
street corners. With no break in 
the strike this morning, workers 
used private automobiles to get 
to their jobs. 

Those without cars made ar- 
rangements with friends, or stood 
at main intersections hoping to 
be picked up by passing motor- 
ists. East St. Louis taxicabs were 
doing an around-the-clock busi- 
ness. 

With many East St. Louisans 
employed in St. Louis, traffic 
leading to Eads Bridge was heavy 
in the morning rush hour. Pri- 
vate automobiles crowded Broad- 
way and intersecting East St. 
Louis streets. There was an in- 
crease of 35 per cent in the num- 
ber of vehicles crossing the 
bridge yesterday and in the 24 
hours, to 7 a.m. today, 1128 per- 
sons paid tolls to walk across the 
span. 

Conditions to which the em- 
ployes object include fast sched- 
ules, overcrowding of busses, 
switching of days off and a re- 
quirement that drivers wear caps 
and neckties and keep their shirt 
sleeves buttoned in warm 
weather, The company, a wholly- 
owned subsidiary of National City 
Lines of Chicago, which also con- 
trols St. Louis Public Service Co., 
operates 65 busses on six routes 
in East St. Louis and across Eads 
Bridge to Third street and Wash- 
ington avenue. 

Last September, when drivers 
and garage men struck in a wage 
dispute, there were 82 busses on 
eight routes.

Flint cited the remarks of the 
dissenting -commissioners, Chair- 
man Morris E. Osborn and 
Charles L. Henson, who opposed 
the commission action in over- 
ruling prev motions by  ob- 
jecting municipalities which 
sought to include the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. as a party in 
order to determine transportation 
questions involved, 

Doubts Authority. 

“There is substantial question 
in my mind as to the authority 
of. the commission to permit 
elimination of service and thus 
leave large areas without public 
transportation,” Flint said. 

Robertson said yesterday’s rul- 
ing might result in a joint ap- 
plication by county municipalities 
for a commission study of the 
entire county transportation situ- 
ation.

(AP)—Annexation of 25 square 
miles east of Kansas City was pro- 
posed last night in the city coun- 
cil..

FLORIDA GOVERNOR 
OFFERS TO‘CONFER 
AS HEAD OF STATE 


Warren Tells Crime Com- 
mittee Head He Will 
Not Appear as Citizen 
Under Oath. 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., July 10 
(UP)—Gov. Fuller Warren told 
the Senate Crime Committee to- 
day he would gladly “confer” 
with it as head of Florida, but not 
as a private citizen commanded 
to appear under oath. : 

In a letter to committee chair- 
man Senator Herbert O’Conor 
(Dem.) Maryland, Warren said he 
would meet with the crime in- 
vestigators in Tallahasse “on any 
date convenient to you.” 
~ Warren repeated; however, that 
“I .shall. not, surrender the sov- 
ereignty of the state of Florida by 
submitting to subpena command- 
ing the governor of Florida to 
appear anywhere, whether it be 
in Washington, Florida, or any 
other place.” 

Invited 3 Times te Appear. 

Thrte times, the committee had 
invited Gov. Warren to appear 
before it when the committee was 
holding hearings in Miami, but 
he declined, suggesting that the 
committee question him in Talla-

Warren to appear before it in 
Washington yesterday, but later 
extended the subpena and of- 
fered to hear Warren any place 
in Florida. 

Warren stipulated that the pro- 
posed meeting in Tallahassee

FBI Cracks Down on Shipping of |

Slot Machines; 15 Arrests. 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
An intensive enforcement cam- 
paign for the new law banning 
shipment of slot machines over 
state lines was disclosed today 
by the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation. 

Director J. Edgar Hoover said 
that 208 such machines have been 
seized and 15 persons arrested on 
charges of taking them across 
state lines. : 

He reported that 40 other cases 


| of alleged illegal transportation 


“are now under active investiga- 
tion.” 

Hoover called on local law-en- 
forcement authorities throughout 
the country and “all public- spir- 
|ited citizens” to report. violations. 

He said the principal seizure to 
date involved 199¢@ slot machines 
alleged to have been shipped 
from Texas to De Quincy, La. One 
| hundred sixty-eight of the ma- 
_chines were picked up in a ware- 
house in De Quincy and 31 others 
were seized while being unloaded 
from a truck there. Five persons 
were arrested, including the al- 
leged owner of the machines. 

Congress outlawed interstate 
transportation of the machines 
early this year as a part of the 
drive on organized gambling, ex- 
empting only those instances 
where the devices are going into 
a state authorizing their receipt. 
The prohibited transportation is 
punishable. by fines up to $5000

Ned Garver, only member of 
the Browns on the American 
League squad, was charged with 
one unearned n during his 
three-inning ‘pitching stint. 
Richie Ashburn of the Phillies 
‘doubled to open the game, ad- 
vanced to third on an outfield 
fly and scored when Nelson Fox 
of the White Sox dropped Yogi 
Berra’s throw trying to catch Mu- 
sial stealing. The Cardinal slug- 
ger, who had reached first on a 
ass, would have been retired 
ad Fox held the ball. 
Ashburn’s two-bagger was the 
only hit off Garver, and Musial’s 
the only pass. The Brownie right- 
hander, an 1l-game winner in 
American League play, struck out 
one in his first all-star appear- 
ance, 
The Americans also got into 
the home-run hitting act in the 
fourth as the Tigers’ Vic Wertz

into the upper right field stands. 
Maglie had entered the picture in 
the third inning after the Na- 
tionals’ starting hurler, Robin 
Roberts of the Phillies, yielded 
four hits and one run in two 
frames.

Perfect baseball weather pre- 
vailed, with the sun shining from 
a sky studded with only a few 
clouds. — 

The attendance was expected 
to approximate the capacity of 
55,000, as all seats, including 
those in the bleachers, had been 
sold in advance. The receipts, 
estimated at $3,000,000, were to 
go into the players’ pension fund. 

Art Passarella of the American 
League was behind the plate as 
umpire-in-chief as play started, 
with Scotty Robb of the National 
at first base, Ed Hurley of the 
American at second and Lou 
Jorda, National, at third. 

Tribute te Heilmann. 

Before the national anthem was 
played, with the flag at halfmast, 
the crowd stood in silence for a 
minute in tribute to the memory 
of Harry Heilmann, former De- 
troit outfield and recently a 
broadcaster here, who died Mon- 
day morning. 

Playing in an American League 
park, the Americans were the 
home team, with the Nationals, 
wearing gray traveling uniforms, 
taking the first turn at bat.

EO DUROCHER reached the 

big leagues in 1928, thorough- 

ly uninhibited, as befits a fresh 
rookie brought in to “improve” 
the greatest of all baseball teams. 
But he hungered for the flattering 
human companionship that had 
always cushioned his ego in West 
Springfield, Mass. He had so long 
been the center of attention as a 
dazzling cynosure and player on 
the Massachusetts sandlots and 
nearby pool rooms that it was 
now meat.and drink to his de- 
monstrative nature. 

It required no time at all for 
Durocher to attract a coterie of 
limelight followers in New York. 
The Yankee uniform was a pass 
to everywhere. Even his caco- 
phony of words took on impor- 
tance to listeners. He was a push- 
over for flattery and. a flashy 
wardrobe, though his rookie sal- 
ary was scarcely more _ than 
enough to clothe him in overalls. 
Wear now and forget the cost. 
You’re a champion—dress like 
one. Always travel first class. 
Meet big people. And it was in 
prohibition days when you never 
asked your: friend how he made 
his money for fear he would tell 
you. 

And the countless Durocher 
legends, mostly unflattering, is 
that he couldn't hit. But you can’t 
prove it by the first 50 games of 
that 1928 season. He hit safely in 
his first seven games for a mere 
.444, while playing second base 
in place of Tony Lazzeri. On May 
21 he replaced Mark Koenig at 
shortstop and he continued to hit 
for the next four weeks. At the 
end of 37 games his average was 
312.

The meeting, held as a part of 
the annual All Star game here, 
took up player-owner problems of 
both leagues, and of interests 
common to both the American 
and National Leagues. 

Commissioner Chandler was 
unanimously voted a plaque for 
his services to players in both 
leagues. 

Officials of all eight National 
League clubs, and American 
League President Will Harridge 
and Boston.Owner Tom Yawkey, 
representing the junior circuit's 
owners, heard the player repre- 
sentatives adopt a resolution giv- 
ing owners a vote of confidence 
for retention of the reserve 
clause. 

American League player repre- 
sentative Freddie Hutchinson of

Points Discussed. 

Kiner said the meeting took up 
the following points related to the 
National League: 

1. Players and club owners 
agreed, informally, to place all 
net proceeds from radio and tele- 
vision rights for the world se- 
ries in the player’s pension fund. 

2. Owners and player repre- 
senatives agreed not to schedule 
any doubleheaders or night games 
during the spring training season. 
Kiner said the owners agreed to 
get the permission of the player 
representatives before scheduling 
any doubleheader to make up a 
rained-out day game. 

3. Owners and players agreed 
to establish a curfew on all regu- 
lar season day and night games.

mw HE saving of American lives, both battle casualties and war 
prisoners, is the basic United States objective behind the cease- 


fire conference at Kaesong. 


Jt has placed the United States in a strange and unprecedented 
role, that of appearing, in Communist eyes, at least, as suing for 
peace—as having come into Communist territory seeking terms that 
will enable the United Nations to withdraw its forces, preponder- 
ately American, from the Korean peninsula. 


Actually that is not true, but 
it is true that the United States 


has accepted a “face losing” role. | 


It.carries with it a degree of hu- 
miliation in Oriental eyes. 

.. Concern Over Prisoners. 

The American authorities have 
accepted this, during the prelim- 
inary negotiations, at least, just 
to make sure that no opportunity 
will be lost to try to end hostili- 
ties and save the lives of men on 
the battle li.e and prisoners in 
the hands of North Koreans and 
Chinese Communists. 

The tragic fact is that the U.N. 
command doesn’t know how many 
of the 10,000 Americans listed as 
missing are alive, where they may 
be concentrated, their care and 
héalth, or anything else about 
them. 

The Communists have never 
permitted International Red Cross 
representatives to enter North 
Korea. In contrast, at Pusan and 
elsewhere, 160,000 North Koreans 
and Chinese in United Nations 
prison camps are fed and cared 
for better than many of the refu- 
gee population of South Korea. 

American prisoners in North 
Korea, with bomb raids continu- 
ing, and another cruel Korean 
winter not too far off, make an 
unforgettable picture before the 
eyes of the American truce en- 
véys. A few American prisoners 
have been used for the purposes 
of Communist propaganda, by the 
sending of messages and broad- 
casts, but these are isolated cases. 
Likewise, a few have been sent 
back to the United Nations lines 

g Communist propaganda. 
They bring it to assure their es- 
cape. Occasional prisoners elude 
their Red captors, but most of the 
long list of the missing have not 


' been accounted for. 
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Disappointments Likely. 

The fate of prisoners is only 
one of the unsolved -riddles of 
the Korean war. It is feared that 
the American public may be in 
for disappointment, disillusion 
and letdown on others. 

First, it may take weeks, many 
weeks, to stop the fighting, even 
if-the talks go better than ex- 


pected. 

One estimate in Tokyo Satur- 
day was that 10 weeks might be 
a reasonable time—if ce 
terms can be reached at all. 

Second, cease-fire on the basis 
of stalemate near the thirty-eighth 
parallel will not bring the boys 
home by Christmas, or even the 
next Christmas. : 

Rotation of soldiers will con- 
tinue, but American divisions will 
be. tied down on the present 
strongly-held and fortified line 
urtil the whole question of the 
future of Korea is clear. This 
would include the training of an 
effective Korean national defense 
foree, which would take a long 


time. This is an authoritative 
military view. 

The present Eighth Army under 
Lt. Gen. James A. Van Fleet is 
a tough and formidable fighting 
machine. It is poised and ready 
for instant offensive action on a 
large scale should there be treach- 
ery on the part of the Communists 
during the truce talks. 

Shooting Goes On. 

Meanwhile, the shooting war 
goes on uninterrupted, especially 
by air and sea, with the land 
forces carrying on minor opera- 
tions across a 100-mile front. 

Overt Red acts to destroy the 
negotiations are not expected. 

However, based on the day-to- 
day chronicle of exchanges, broad- 
casts and maneuvers since the 
first move was made by Russia to 
start the talks, the. Communists 
have not acted in good faith. This 
is the conviction held by the high- 
est United Nations authority. 

Every Red move has been a 
propaganda move, twisting and 
misrepresenting the actual steps 
taken. The result is that the 
Communist world and its satel- 
lites are informed that the United 


Nations have petitioned for an 
armistice to avoid defeat and thus 
have brought near fulfilment the 
Communist boast that the U.N. 
forces would be driven out of 
Korea into the sea. 

The military facts are that the 
Allies have a more powerful fight- 
ing machine in Korea than ever 
before; it is getting stronger; and 
it is ready for instant action. 

Red Reaction the Key. 

The reaction of the Communist 
delegation at Kaesong to the U.N. 
cease-fire proposals will indicate 
the future pattern. Reaction may 
not come quickly. Red negotia- 
tions may have to refer back to 
Peiping, and even as far away as 
Moscow, before answers can be 
given at the conference table. 

The Communists themselves 
may demand such things as the 
immediate withdrawal of all U.N. 
forces from Korea; with no 
thought that such a demand 
would be accepted at this time. 

From the United Nations side 
will be. presented one proposal 
that will hold firmly as a demand 
upon which the Kaesong peace 
talks will succeed or fail. The 
American envoys will demand an 
effective “right of inspection” to 
determine at all times whether a 
military buildup is being carried 
out in Communist territory. 

Presumably the right of inspec- 
tion would have some application 
also in the Manchurian sanctu- 
ary, the storehouse and reserve 
base of the Chinese Communists. 

The inspection would be car- 
ried out by United Nations teams. 

The right of inspection clause 
is likely to be the real test of

Yet the speeches certain Sen- 
ators made at that time—just as 
price controls were scheduled to 
expire—and the amendments they 
introduced, give the clearest of 
all pictures regarding who pulls 
the strings to make certain Sen- 
ators dance. 

At about 2:30 a. m. up spoke 
Senator Homer Ferguson of Mich- 
igan, his silver hair more awry 
than usual. He had an amend- 
ment which would have increased 
the price of automobiles through- 
out the nation. 

Ferguson did not mention the 
fact that his wife and son-in-law 
are heavy stockholders in a sub- 
sidiary of one of the biggest auto- 
mobile companies—Chrysler. Nor 
did Senator Willis Robertson of 
Virginia mention it, as Senator 
Elmer Thomas was unkind 
enough to do three years ago 
when he threatened to expose 
Ferguson’s family interest in 
Chrysler unless Ferguson quit in- 
vestigating him. 

“Tailored for Price Rise.” 

However, Robertson, alert to 
catch the significance of Fergu- 
son’s amendment, warned his 
colleagues that it was “tailored 
perfectly to increase the price of 
automobiles.” 

“Then this is a roll-up amend- 
ment,” snapped Clinton Ander- 
son of New Mexico. “If we want 
chaos in price administration, 
this is the easiest way to get it 
I have ever seen.” 

Then, turning to Ferguson, the 
New Mexico Senator observed: 
“It applies primarily to the auto- 
mobile industry.” 

“The Senator is correct,” ad- 
mitted Ferguson. “Why should 
that industry be discriminated 
against?” : 

“The profits of automobile 

manufacturers were reasonably 
good, were they not?” Anderson 
shot back, referring to the fact 
that most big motor companies 
have just celebrated their highest 
profits in history. 
“Now we come to the secret. 
The Senator wants to fix prices 
so as to determine profits,” angri- 
ly shouted the Michigan senator. 
Ferguson had reason to expect 
his automobile amendment to 
pass like other special-interest 
amendments, log-rolled through 
in the early hours of the morn- 
ing. But it was defeated—with 
Michigan’s -other Senator, Blair 
Moody of Detroit, voting 
against it. 

Cattle and Black Market. 
Anderson also tried to block 
amendment by Senator Hugh But- 
ler, Nebraska Republican, weak- 
ening the Government’s control 
over meat slaughtering. Butler 
raises cattle in Nebraska, while 
Anderson raises cattle in New 
México. But while Butler has 
been the great champion of the 
cattleman — and his pocketbook 
interest — Anderson has voted 

against his own pocketbook. 
“The Butler amendment,” 
charged Anderson, “is a black 
market amendment.” 

This brought Senate Majority 
Leader Ernest McFarland of 
Arizona angrily to his feet. 
Though he is supposed to be the 
Administration spokesman, he 
supported Butler. 

“I resent the insinuation that 
this is a black market amend- 
ment,” bristled McFarland. “I 
cannot permit him (Anderson) to 
say unchallenged that I am ad- 
vocating a black market.”

Finally, in the wee hours of 
the morning, Michigan’s young 
Senator Moody put up a last-ditch 
fight to strike out all the special- 
interest amendments and salvage 
a good price-control law. 

“It is about time that the in- 
terest of the consumers, of the 
American people, is considered 
ahead of the special interests who 
hope to profit by inflation at the 
public’s expense,” pleaded Moody. 
Senator Bill Benton, Connecti- 
cut Democrat, 


“Abraham Lincoln said there 
should be a proper balance be- 
tween property rights and human 
rights. However, that balance has 
been entirely upset in the last 
few days in the course of the 
proceedings in this chamber,” 
Benton declared. “I suggest that 
we had better begin to consider 
how to reach the proper balance 


between property rights and hu- 
man rights. If we do not do so, 
we shall lose the cold war. We 
shall lose it by losing the war of 
inflation.” 

But Senator Irving Ives, New 
York Republican, saw the hand- 
writing on the wall. Ives has 
consistently battled for the con- 
sumer. So, at about 4 a.m., he 
admitted defeat: “The votes are 
against us, and there is nothing 
we: can do about it. Only the 
test of time can show that we 
are right and they are wrong. I 
am willing to abide by that test. 
I should like to have the question 
come to a vote.” 

The roll was called—and the 
Senate voted against the public, 
59 to 22. 


RUSSIAN TECHNICAL METHODS 
USED IN CHINA, PRAVDA SAYS 


MOSCOW, July 10 (AP)—Prav- 
da reported today that Soviet 
technical methods were being 
widely taught and employed in 
Communist China. 


The Communist party news- 
paper said Soviet methods of high- 
speed metal cutting had been ex- 
plained at a special meeting in 
Peiping recently and that after- 
ward workers and technicians at- 
tending the meeting went back 
to factories “throughout China” 
to explain the Russian methods. 

This was cited as evidence of 
“widescale technical assistance,” 
especially in heavy industry, now 
being given the Chinese by’ the 


Soviet Union under the Soviet- 
Chinese friendship pact. 


Bevan Calls for 
Cut in Atlantic 
Arms Program 


Wing Bid for 

- Power Proposes Re- 
straints on U.S. 
Drift to War. 


LONDON, July 10 (AP) 
ORMER Health Minister 
Aneurin Bevan and left-wing 
supporters launched a bid for 

power in the Labor party today 
with a manifesto urging a reduc- 
tion in the Atlantic Pact rearma- 
ment program. 

In the opening phase of a 
campaign to cnange the Labor 
Government’s home and foreign 
policies, Bevan and 24 followers 
issued a pamphlet proposing a 
program for Britain. 

Fight Against Poverty Urged. 

Bevan and his group indicated 
they will fight for their program 
at the Labor party’s annual con- 
ference in October. Their aims 
hinge on the premise that Britain 
and its allies should switch much 
of their labor and resources to a 
mutual aid program for fighting 
poverty throughout the world and 
at the same time keep a restrain- 
ing hand. on any American drift 
toward war. ° 

With a wary eye on American 
bomber bases in Britain, the 
Bevan clique called for a British 
veto on any United States offen- 
sive action from British soil. 

Outline of Group’s Aims. 

The group’s aims, as ouflined 
in the manifesto, include: 

A “supreme” western effort to 
reach a settlement with Russia in 
the next two years,.because after 
1953 it may be “too late.’ 

A program of economic and 
technical aid that would dwarf 
President Truman’s Point IV 
plan. 

General settlement of all issues 
from which the cold war has de- 
veloped, including control of the 
world’s oil supplies and of such 
international waterways as _ the 
Dardanelles and the Suez and 
Panama canals. 

A full-scale review of British- 
American relations. 

A negotiated settlement of out- 
standing questions, with Red 
China. 

Abandonment of plans to rearm 
West Germany or to bring Franco 
Spain into the Atlantic pact. 

There appeared to be little 
chance the rightist elements in 
the Labor party would go along 
with Bevan’s campaign to de- 
emphasize rearmament. 

At a weekend labor rally in 
Newton, Wales, Prime Minister

Over Power From Mossadegh Unless 

. Prime Minister Comes to His Senses —}- 
British-U.S. Policy Partly to Blame. :

ERE in Connecticut, in the green peace of a farm in a quiet 

valley, is not a bad place to take stock after a long expedition 

of inquiry in Europe and the Middle East. In this stock taking, 
two points especially strike this reporter. The first is the brilliant 
success of our venture in Korea, which has now been proven by the 
desire of the masters of the Kremlin to cry quits there. 


The real gain in Korea has not 
been local; indeed it could be 
most clearly seen in Europe. In 
Korea, in fact, we totally dis- 
rupted a Soviet program of 
world conquest that seemed, only 
a year ago, to be almost unbeat- 
able. There is no doubt at all 
that the Soviet empire would 
now be absorbing the first im- 
portant fragments of a disarmed 
Western world, if Korea had not 
put an end to what may be called 
the Louis Johnson era of Ameri- 
can and European policy making. 

Second, however, the masters 
of the Kremlin have now rad- 
ically adapted their tactics to the 
changed world situation. And 
there are a great many reasons 
to doubt whether the Western 
leaders are any better prepared 
to meet these new Soviet tactics, 
than they were prepared for the 
sudden challenge of the Korean 
aggression. 

Probable Course of Events. 

The most vivid illustration of 
this Western unpreparedness is 
the crisis in Iran, whose inner 
seriousness is not fully acknowl- 
edged, even today, either in 
London or in Washington. The 
probable course of events in Iran 
is now lamentably predictable. 

The British and American pol- 
icy makers will go on hoping that 
the irrational Iranian Prime Min- 
ister, Dr. Mohammed Mossadegh, 
will somehow come to “see rea- 
son,” until the expropriation of 
the. British oil interest is a fully 
accomplished fact: The British 
will then retaliate by applying 
economic sanctions, cutting off 
the oil revenues on which the 
Iranian government lives. The 
chief result will be to stop the 
pay of the already feeble Iranian 
Army and police. And with the 
sole serious opposition thus con- 
veniently removed, the Commu- 
nist Tudeh party, the only hard 
organization in Iran, will there- 
upon seize power from the dis- 
tracted Iranian nationalists. 


This outcome is not yet in- 
evifable, of course. Dr. Mossa- 
degh and his friends may yet 
come to their senses, although 
they have ostentatiously refused 
to do so thus far. Or the Ameri- 
cans and British may jointly suc- 
ceed in persuading the Shah of 
Iran to give his country the only 
kind of government that makes 
sense—a tough reform regime on “ 
the Turkish pattern of Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha—although the Brite 
ish alone have already tried this 
and failed. 
Private Understanding. 

Yet the likelihood of a grave 
outcome in Iran is proven by the 
private understanding between 
London and Washington, that if 
the Tudeh party in fact begins to 
take over, the British will re- - 
ceive American support for a 
troop movement into the south- 
ern Iranian oil region. Unhap- 
pily, the chances are that it will 
then be too late for strong meas- 
ures to save anything from the 
wreck, | 

The truth is that since the be- 
ginning of the Iranian crisis, the 
Western powers have been be- 
hind the game, and the masters 
of the Kremlin have made the 
running in Iran through the 
Tudeh. For example, when this 
reporter saw Dr. Mossadegh in 
April, Mossadegh had not the 
faintest intention of proceeding to 
take over the British oil proper- 
ties immediately. But the wave 
of strikes and disorders organized 
by the Tudeh then drove Mossa- 
degh to immediate action. And 
so the British and American

For a Limit on Taxing 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

- Your editorial of July 1 finds fault 
with the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to place a limit on the power to 
tax of the Federal Government. 
Twenty-four state legislatures have al- 
ready said that this should be done. 
In each case the matter has been pub- 
licly argued before legislative commit- 
tees. Yet you call these open proceed- 
ings a “sneak attack.” Are you being 
fair in this matter? 

The Constitution places limits on the 
power of the federal government with 
respect to a citizen’s life, liberty and 
property; his right to speak, vote, write 
and worship; to a jury trial, to the 
sanctity of his home and the privacy 
of his papers, etc. 

The authors of the Constitution put 
limits on the exercise of these many 
powers, yet placed no limit on the tax- 
ing power. In this respect, they were 
not as foresighted as the makers of 
most state constitutions, which do place 
limits upon the power of states and mu- 
nicipal governments to tax and to go 
into debt. 


Under the pending tax bill, incomes 
would be taxed up to 9444 per cent. 
How much higher do you want them to 
go? It is a matter of debate whether 
the limit should be 25, or 40 or 50 per 
cent. But these 24 states believe there 
must be some limit on the power of 
the Federal Government to drain away 
the wealth of the states, cities and 
towns. Otherwise, the state and local 
governments will be slowly starved to 
death, as stated by ex-Gov. Lehman 
of New York, and many others. 

It is the right of the states, counties, 
cities and towns to life and liberty that 
interests me—not the plight of the rich. 
‘When one government sprawls all over 
the country or the world, it gets too 
big to watch and control. 

I do not favor shifting the federal 
tax burden from the shoulders of the 
rich to the backs of the poor. The 
ae are already paying enough, God 

ows, with taxes on their incomes, and 
others in the price of cigarettes, gaso- 
‘line, motion picture tickets, railroad 
a and every necessity and comfort 
of life. 

As stated in a resolution of the Indi- 
ana State Legislature in 1947, which 
I wrote, “We propose to tax ourselves 
and take care of ourselves. We are fed 
up with federal subsidies, doles and 
paternalism. We want government to 
come home.”

Yet evidence of inflation grows, even down 
to that little green paper, six by two-and-a-half 
inches, bearing Washington's picture and known 
as the dollar. 

Economic Stabilizer Eric Johnston states that 
the dollar is not worth much more now than 
half of a dollar in terms of its 1939 value. 
“If you don’t do something about inflation,” he 
adds, “my guess is that it might be worth be- 
tween 30 and 40 cents in ten years.” 

Probably nobody would argue much with thia 
prophecy. The dollar can deeline in value, and 
has. It is worth about 39 cents in terms of 
its 1913 purchasing power. And the mathe- 
matical signs of inflation are at every hand. 

They are principally at hand in the conatant 
rise of wages and prices, with the consumer's 
price index at the highest level in histary. They 
are at hand in the increases in private debt and 
projected soaring of the vast public debt. 

Noting that the danger of further inflation 
is acute, the National City Bank of New York 
states, “There is no lack of realization of these 
facts.” And then it adds: 


The final and crowning evil of every 
period of inflation is the deflation which 
in history has always followed. — 

First, nearly everybody, including members 
of Congress, is worried about inflation, but 
too few are willing to do anything about it. 

Second, what the bank says in banker’s 
language is just about what orthodox Com- 
munist. dogma says in Marxist terms, about 
the “inevitable” depression which will smash 
America. 

No American will accept the inevitability of 
this picture, and the warnings are clear enough. 
If peace in Korea were to lead to an inordinate 
economic boom, the result would be a victory 
for the Kremlin. | 

But how can members of Congress talk as 
if peace in Korea meant peace everywhere, 
and ignore the sharp signs of economic danger?

Transportation in Two 
By a 3 to 2 decision, the Missouri Public 
Service Commission has permitted St. Louis 
County Transit Co. to drop its Brentwood- 
Richmond Heights bus line. And just as in 
1950, it appears that the future may prove the 
minority right and the majority wrong. 
Commissioners Osborn and Henson dissented, 
principally because they thought St. Louis 
Public Service Co. should have been made a 
party to the case. They said they knew of no 
way to solve the transportation problem in 
county areas which formerly were served by 
Public Service unless both companies were 
parties in the matter. 


A year ago, when the commission authorized - 


a transfer of some Public Service routes to 
County Transit, Henson and Osborn similarly 
dissented. They objected because the route 
shifts would impose two fares on many trav- 
elers, and because the changes did not promise 
to do County Transit much good. And County 
Transit remains in serious financial difficulty, 
though a recent fare increase may help it 
somewhat. 

Greater St. Louis now has a divided transit 
system, one part making money in heavily 
populated areas, the other struggling with out- 
lying routes. The specter of increased fares and 
reduced service hovers over both, and can only 
be ended by an integrated transit plan. Cer- 
tainly the state commission should not regard 
metropolitan transportation as two separate 


problems.

Russia moved ahead of the United States in 
the matter of grain for India.

The United States has its own 
extensive record of help and generosity to the 
depressed peoples of the world. The proposal 
to end the war with Germany fits in that 


‘ category. 


We hope Mr. Truman’s proposal will be 
acted on by Congress favorably and soon. The 
simultaneous presentation of the idea in other 
allied nations makes it clear that this is a well- 
thqught out, coordinated plan. The least it 
should do is to score a sizable mark on the 
side of the West in the cold war: with the 
Kremlin. How much more it can. do, only time 
will show. 


Punish the Job Sellers 

The special United States grand jury which 
has just begun sitting at Jackson, Miss., will, 
we hope, bring in an indictment of every 
person connected withthe selling of federal 
jobs in Mississippi. According to a Senate sub- 
committee which made a searching investiga- 
tion, there was “brazen, widespread and open” 
selling of jobs in a “vicious racket.” Eight 
postal employes have been dismissed and 40 
others face charges as a result of the Post 
Office Department’s own inquiry into the 
scandal. 

When the racket was disclosed, the Demo- 
cratic National Committeeman for Mississippi, 
Clarence E. Hood Jr., was fired by Democratic 
National Chairman William M. Boyle Jr. The 
Senate subcommittee named four members of 
the Mississippi Democratic committee as hav- 
ing used their political power “to extort con- 
tributions from persons seeking federal ap- 
pointments.” They wtre Curtis Rogers, secre- 
tary; Forrest Jackson, attorney; Curtis Beasley, 
former secretary, and Frank Mize. 

The law makes it a criminal offense to offer 
or accept anything of value in return for the 
promise of a federal job. The grand jury at 
Jackson should, we believe, look upon the en- 


forcement of that law as a necessity in a gov- 


ernment such as ours. A democracy can be no 
stronger than the faith of its people in it, and 
corrupt practices nibble away at that faith. 
Prompt and adequate punishment of the 
offenders will help restore faith, and will serve 
as a warning to any others who may be tempted 
to put a dollar sign in front of their citizenship. 
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Our Navy and the Snorkel 


The British submarine, Affray, recently 
found 50 fathoms deep in the English Channel 
after it disappeared last April 16 with 75 men 
aboard, may yield some valuable lessons to the 
British Navy. Latest dispatches from London 
say divers found her hull to be intact and “no 
signs of damage except to the snorkel.” 

The snorkel is a relatively new device con- 
sisting of a small pipe about 30 feet long ar- 
ranged so that the submarine can run sub- 
merged on its engines with only a small bit 
of the tube sticking up for air. Experts are 
quoted as saying the accident will not mean 
the end of the snorkel but that the device will 
be redesigned. 

Putting two and two together, it appears 
that the snorkel was responsible for the loss 
of the Affray. Since some of the newest sub- 
marines of the United States Navy also use the 
snorkel, it would be reassuring to hear from 
someone in authority whether our snorkels are 
of the same design as that on the Affray and, 
if so, what is being done about it. It has been 
12 years since our Navy suffered a peacetime 
submarine disaster with heavy loss of life. All 
hands want to see the record maintained.

For instance, Communists can 
negotiate only within a narrow 
frame of reference. “Every line 
of Bolshevik conduct is either 
prescribed or forbidden. It is pre- 
scribed if it will maximize the 
power of the party. It is forbid- 
den if it will not.” (Chapter 4, 
Principle 1.) There is little im- 
provising. 

Communists are ready to nego- 
tiate under just one set of circum- 
stances: “When an attempt by the 
enemy or by the party to advance 
by violent means has failed, the 
conditions for an effective agree- 
ment between the party and the 
enemy come into existence.” 
(Chapter 20, Principle 2). 

What can result is a temporary 
“arrangement codifying the mo- 
mentary relationship of forces.” 
A real “settlement with the West- 
ern Powers, that is, an agreement 
sharply reducing the threat of 
mutual annihilation is inconceiv- 
able to the Politburo.”

Seldom have so many elements 
done so few things for so many 
people as last night when high, 
ominous winds and a little splat- 
tering of big raindrops sent 8500 
witnesses*to an opening perform- 
ance of “Die Fledermaus” scurry- 
ing to the side pergolas of Mu- 
nicipal Opera in the third act of 
the famous Johann Strauss comic 
opera, and ended abruptly an 
otherwise brilliant evening of true 
opera bouffe. 
_The opening night of the week’s 
run had been a great success up 
until then. Brenda Lewis, Ralph 
Herbert, Gilbert Russell, Rose- 
marie Brancato and Edwin Steffe 
had carried off the highly melodic 
farce with appropriate Viennese 
dash and flavor. Of course there 
was the little matter of the recep- 
tion hall sets for Scene I of the 
second act starting to blow down 
in the face of vigorous breezes, 
making it necessary for harried 
producer John Kennedy quickly to 
substitute the second scene ball- 
room sets, more weightily an- 
chored, for the entire act. But 
in spite of playing it off the cuff 
for lighting and entrances, it went 
off in surprisingly smooth fashion. 
It was only in the third act, the 
jail scene, that things gave way. 
Fred Harper, in the Prince Orlof- 
sky role, disguised as the turnkey, 
was doing a diverting drunk se- 
quence. It was the height of fu- 
tility for even such a gifted artist 
as poor Fred as he had to com- 
pete with a mob of customers 
stampeding for the sides in the 
face of a little gusty precipitation, 
which never actually materialized 
into much. Nobody, frankly, was 
paying much attention to Fred. 
I am proud to say that I and my 
cohorts, seat-cushions over heads, 
sat our ground and watched till 
the bitter end, when the vast 
arena seemed almost empty from 
the mass desertion of the summer 
soldiers and sunshine patriots 
among the opera lovers.

This effort manages 
quite nicely. The Sheldon Reyn- 
olds revision of the book, used 
in the last Muny production four 
years ago, has spirit and a few 
essays into wit-of its own.

CORREGIDOR ROCK 
GIVEN .TO TRUMAN 
BY THE PHILIPPINES 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
A 200-pound rock from historic 
Corregidor was presented to Pres- 
ident Truman today on behalf of 
the Philippine people. 

The presentation, at the White 
House,, climaxed a week of fes- 
tivities marking the fifth anniver- 
sary of Philippine independence. 
Truman accepted the rock as a 
symbol of American-Philippine 
friendship “in war and in peace.” 
The rock will be placed in the 
Smithsonian Institution. It was 
taken from a tunnel in the island 
fortress which American forces 
defended bitterly weeks before 
surrendering to the Japanese in 
the early days of World War II. 
Polished and mounted on a slab 
of narra wood, it bears the fol- 
lowing inscription: : 

“Rock of Corregidor, symbol of 
resistance—of Philippine and 
American courage in the face of 
failure, of nobility in time of tri- 
umph. From the people of the 
Philippines to the people of the 
United States. July 10, 1951.” 
The presentation was made by 
Col. Harry ‘M. Peck, of Albu- 
querque, N. M., and Maj. Manuel 
A. Acosta, a Filipino veteran who 
lost an arm on Bataan. Both are 
survivors of the Bataan death 
march,

Proposal Watered Down. 


Such a warning was issued, in 
fact, by the man who proposed 
U.N. oil control, Thorsten Ohde 
of Sweden, aT NESCO consultant 
who represented the International 
Co-operative Alliance. He spoke 
in behalf of a resolution for U.N. 
oil control adopted in the pre- 
vious October by the Co-opera- 
tive Alliance at Zurich. 


That resolution, itself, was in- 
spired by an investigation by a 
Swedish Government commission. 
That inquiry revealed that an in- 
ternational oil, cartel, originally 
created in 1928, still was in op- 
eration, dividing world markets, 
arranging production, fixing 
prices. Participants were powerful 
oil corporations, Dutch, American 
and British, including Anglo- 
Iranian now involved in Iran. 

It was Mr. Ohde’s objective, 
and that of the International Co- 
operative Alliance, to break the 
control of this widely ramifying 
private monopoly and lodge con- 
trol in U.N. so that the world’s 
oil resources could be shared by 
all nations in compliance with the 
Atlantic Charter’s declaration, 
among other;, for freedom of 
access to raw materials. 

But the Atlantic Charter, which 
you may recall was the famous 
four freedoms proclaimed by 
President Roosevelt and Winston 
Churchill in their meeting at sea 
during the war, was forgotten so 
far as oil was concerned by 1947,

Other Control Plans. 


U.N. control of world oil ‘re- 
sources is, indeed, a bold pro- 
posal, as is an international au- 
thority for Middle East oil. But 
boldness is needed if the U.N. 
justifies its aims and purposes. 
Though UNESCO rejected even a 
study of it, an international au- 
thority afterward was created for 
control of coal and steel in the 
Ruhr, culminating in the Schu- 
man Plan in which several na- 
tions are involved, though conces- 
sions were made to the old pri- 
vate cartels operating in Western 
Europe, so that they still have in- 
fluence. . 


But oil occupies always a spe- 
cial privileged position. It seems 
to taint Government and politics 
to its bidding, as we see here in 
Congress constantly. In interna- 
tional politics it seems to be 
stronger than any government. 


Worst of all, it greases the way 
to wars.

LADUE'S ZONING LAW 


State Tribunal Calls Ord- 
inance Valid Exercise of 
City’s Police Powers. 


By BOYD F. CARROLL 


Jefferson City Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 10— 
Constitutionality of the Ladue 
zoning ordinance was upheld yes- 
terday by Division No. 1 of the 
Missouri Supreme Court as a 
valid exercise of that city’s po- 
lice power. 

The ruling, affirming a judg- 
ment by Circuit Judge John A. 
Witthaus of St. Louis county, re- 
jected contentions cf the Flora 
Realty & Investment Co. that the 
ordinance was unreasonable and 
discriminatory. 

The ordinance zoned the com- 
pany’s 104-acre tract so as to re- 
quire a three-acre minimum lot 
for one family. 

Judge S. P. Dalton, who wrote 
(the unanimous opinion, held a 
icity could adopt “a comprehen- 
sive zoning plan suitable for its 
/own peculiar location and needs, 
so long as it acted reasonably and 
not arbitrarily. 

“The fact that loss will be sus- 
tained through depreciation is 
not controlling. Every valid exer- 
cise of the police power is apt to 
affect the property of someone 
adversely.” 

In another. ruling the court re- 
versed an order of St. Louis 
county Circuit Court for disincor- 
poration of the city of Kinloch 
and remanded the case to the 
lower court for further hearing. 

Kinloch was incorporated in 
August, 1948. A petition for dis- 
incorporation, under a law au- 
thorizing such action on petition 
of two-thirds of the legal voters, 
was filed in March, 1949. The 
high court held the evidence sub- 
mitted, including univerified lists 
of registered voters, was insuffi- 


cient for a determination of the 
number of legal voters in the 
city. 

In a judgment on an appeal 
from a St. Louis damage suit 
award, the court cut from $45,000 
to $27,500 a jury verdict against 
the Terminal Railroad in favor of 
George W. Higgins, 4160 Fair 
avenue, a car repair man who was 
injured in 1946 when he fell down 
concrete steps. 

An award of $33,000 to Judith 
Ann Chrum, 9-year-old daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Harold Chrum, 
3334A Washington boulevard, 
against the St. Louis Public Serv- 
ice Cé., was cut by the Supreme 
Court to $25,000. The child was 
hurt when getting off a bus. A 
jury had awarded her $53,000, but 
this was reduced to $33,000 by 
Circuit Court. 


INTEREST BOOSTED 
AS U.S. RESUMES 
DEFICIT FINANCING 


WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP)— 
Resumption of deficit financing 
has brought a rise in interest 
costs to the government for money 
borrowed for three-month periods. 
The Treasury announced last 
night acceptance of $1.201,731,000 
in bids for 91-day bills at prices 
which will yield buyers, on the 
average, a return of 1.615 per 
cent, annual basis. These bills 
will be dated July 12. 

The new average is close to the 
recent-year peak yield of 1.626 
per cent for 91-day bills, set on 
acceptances announced May 15. 
It also marks a rise from the 1.604 
per cent average yield on an issue 
last week, when deficit financing 
was resumed. The issue before 
that had carried an average yield 
of 1.527 per cent. 

On both the last two weekly 
issues, the Treasury has sought 
to raise not only the billion it 
needed to refinance maturing 91- 
day bills but also about $220,000,- 
000 extra for government operat- 
ing expenses. 


SPEECH TEACHER WHO HAD. 
THROAT DISABILITY WINS SUIT 


Ralph B. Wagner, 4475 West 
Pine boulevard, who had to quit 
his job as public speaking instruc- 
tor at St. Louis University in 
1946 because of a permanent 
throat disability, is entitled to 
$200 a month disability payments 
from an insurance company, 
United States District 
George H. Moore ruled today. 

The finding was against the 
Continental Casualty Co., which 
had sued to recover $7020, repre- 
senting payments to Wagner from 
October 1947 to September 1950 
on the ground he had received 
pay from other employment in 
that period. 

Judge Moore held that Wag- 
ner’s insurance policy, which he 
obtained in 1922, covered his em- 
ployment as a public speaking 
teacher and that he became en- 
titled to the benefits when illness 
prevented him from continuing in 
that occupation. 


LENGTHENING OF WORK WEEK 
DELAYED HERE BY SHORTAGES 


The expected general lengthen- 
ing of the work week in many 
St. Louis area industries has been 
deterred by material shortages, 
the Missouri Division of Employ- 
ment Security office here report- 
ed today. 

A few firms in the. area in- 
creased the amount of overtime, 
but a number of others were 
forced to curatil working hours 
to avoid layoffs, it was said. In 
the manufacture of non-durable 
goods, the general tendency was 
toward a shorter work week .in 
May, the month covered by the 


report. 

Result of this situation was that 
employment trends and wages in 
May continued in about the same 
direction and level as in April, 
the report said. The pal 
areas in which the work week 
rose by about an hour were in 
the durable goods industries.

Blan- 
chart, a former mail man, was 
praised by police. 

Two other robbers escaped. 
Their dead companions were 
identified by police as widely- 
known hoodlums and suspected 
members of a currency exchange 
robbery gang. They were Rocco 
anette oo, and Frank Piazza, 


The shooting took place in the 
second-floor garage of the Bow- 
man Dairy Co. distributing sta- 
tion.on the city’s near north side. 

Blanchart and two other guards 
had driven the armored truck 
into the garage to pick up re- 
ceipts from 250 ‘drivers. Blanchart 
remained in the truck and the 
other two guards went to the 
third floor for the money. Brink’s 

‘Officials refused to say how 
much money was in the truck, 
but ‘police said there probably 
Was several thousand dollars. 

Blanchart told police when he 
saw two masked men, both wear- 
ing butcher smocks and carrying 
shotguns, walking toward his 
truck he got out of the car and 
started shooting. Belcastro fell 
and Piazza turned and fled. Blan- 
chart fired again and dropped 
Piazza. At that: time Belcastro 
came up behind Blanchart and 
struck him on the head with the

SPRINGFIELD, IIL, July 10 
(AP)—Gov. Stevenson yesterday 
signed the bill to increase truck 
license rates from 60 to nearly 
200 per cent. 

The -bill was part one of Stev- 
enson’s two-part road building 
program. Part two is the gas- 
oline tax increase, not yet signed 
into law. 

The increased license fees will 
bring the state an additional $20,- 
000,000 next year. A further in- 
crease in 1954 will bring the state 
another $8,000,000, based on pres- 
ent license registration figures. 

The bill grants school busses 
special -rates and exempts city 
busses from an increase. 

License fees are set in propor- 
tion to the weight carried and the 
average miles traveled by each 
class of truck. Thus the increases 
are greater on licenses for heavier 
trucks. 

A 3000 to 8000-pound truck li- 
eense will be boosted from $12 
to $20 next year and $26 in 1954. 
A 59,000 to 72,000-pound truck, 
now licensed for $425, will be 
hiked to $1139 next year and 
$1593 in 1954. , 

The Governor also signed bills 
creating a state civil defense 
agency; cutting back tax rates for 
downstate local governments un- 
less the people raise the rates by 
referendum, and establishing an 
assistance program for disabled 
persons. : 

The Governor today added to 
the list of signed measures the 
city manager bill which will per- 
mit all downstate communities to 
hold referendums on adopting 
this form of government.

United States Narcotica Com- 
missioner Harry J. Anslinger has 
testified that a wave of teen-age 
narcotic addiction is sweeping the 


major centers of population. But | 


the racket is spreading to smaller 
cities, even semi-rural communi- 


es, . 

New York City is the “hottest 
spot” in the nation. About 75 per 
cent of all narcotic drugs enter- 
ing the United States illegally 
pass through the Port of New 
York, according to James C. Ryan, 
Federal Bureau of Narcotics su- 
pervisor of the New York-North- 
ern New Jersey District. 

The war against the big-city 
dope traffic is a ‘disheartening 
one, Offensives are being blunted 
against three stony points of re- 
sistance. Supervisor Ryan. de- 
scribes these obstacles as follows: 

1. Known narcotics addicts are 


._ permitted to roam the streets at 


will, winning new converts to 
their terrible habit. 

2. Present legal interpreta- 
tions of search-and-seizure laws 
make it difficult to obtain a con- 
viction against a narcotics peddler 
unless agents have made an actual 
purchase from the offender. 

3. The traffic in imported 
dope is big business. It pays stag- 
gering profits to a criminal in- 
vestor.

EDERAL narcotics men have 

long advocated passage of leg- 

islation to take known drug 
addicts off the streets and com- 
mit them to hospitals for curative 
treatment. | 

At present, drug addiction is 
not a crime. The drug addict 
must violate the criminal code 
before he is liable to detention, 
or arrest. Habitual drug users 
are now the narcotic traffic’s 
most industrious “pushers,” ped- 
dlers and “go-betweens.” ° 


Supervisor Ryan singled out a . 


tragic case, one of hundreds, to 
illustrate the “mad dog” aspect 
of criminal addicts who are al- 
lowed to prey upon the public. 

Late in 1950, police of Cincin- 
nati, O., were summoned to in- 
vestigate the sudden death of 
Blanche Parker, a young waitress. 
It was soon determined she had 
died as a result of her first in- 
jection of heroin. Federal nar- 
cotic agents were called. They 
caused the arrest of a man named 
Thomas Owen Young. 

It was discovered that Young, 
a 28-year-old addict, needed more 
money to support his addiction. 

He had set out deliberately to 
create addicts among his friends 
and acquaintances, so he could 
sell drugs to them and pay for 
his own needs out of the profits. 

He persuaded his girl friend, 
Alberta Domineak, and her sister, 
Addie Mae, to use heroin. 

After Addie Mae became ad- 
dicted, he encouraged her to en- 
list new users. It’ was in the 
course of putting this plan into 
operation that Blanche Parker 
met her death.

other persons who had been in- 
duced by Thomas Young to be- 
come drug users. This evil chain 
of “pusher“ and his victims was 
broken. But thousands like it 
exist in other cities across the 
country. Only by removing drug 
addicts from every-day life, Su- 
pervisor Ryan believes, can simi- 
lar tragedies be averted. 

The arrest of a “pusher,” or 
seller, and a buyer in a narcotics 
case is now complicated by legal- 
istic hair-splitting. 

At present, a known seller can 
pass a packet of dope to a known 
addict, and receive money in re- 
turn, all under the eyes of a 
narcotic agent. Seller and buyer 
often beat conviction, if arrested, 
by pleading that search, and 
seizure of evidence, were made 
without “reasonable cause,” or 
withoyt “reasonable evidence” 
ey a crime was being commit- 

Narcotic agents are hamstrung 
by having to “make the buy” 
themselves and hand over marked 
bills in ‘payment. Precious man- 
hours are wasted by enforcement 
men in building up “lawyer- 
proof” cases. A broader interpre- 
tation of search-and-seizure has 
long been urged by Bureau of- 
ficials. 

Huge profits are made in a 
city’s dope racket. That’s another 
factor that makes enforcement 
agents’ jobs so difficult. The 
shadowy bosses of the illegal nar- 
cotics traffic rarely use dope 
themselves. Hardly ever do they 
see an addict, because they know 
he will “squeal” if he is arrested 
and his daily “fix” is withheld 
from him. 

Often the bosses pose as lezgiti- 
mate business men, out to make a 
quick dollar. They lead unsus- 
pected lives, separated from the 
world of addiction and crime by 
a small army of middlemen, cut- 
ters, distributors, and “pushers.” 

Their profits are enormous. 
They are exorbitant if the drug 
they “finance” happens to be 
heroin, the dope so many teen- 
agers are using today. A pack-

age sold at “wholesale” by a 
smuggler finally grosses about 
$200,000 at “retail” prices. 

Here is the step-by-step story 
of the operation: 

Heroin enters coastal cities 
from foreign ports. One kilo (2.2 
pounds) of heroin from Turkey 
sells at dockside (United States) 
for about $1000. There a middle- 
man, financed by a boss, picks it 
up, cuts it with milk-sugar and 
resells it immediately for about 
$7000. The “financier” and the 
middleman are now out of it, if 
they want to be, with a net profit 
of around $6000. 

’ The heroin passes next through 
the hands of distributors, who cut 
it anywhere from six to 10 times. 

When “pushers” and peddlers 
receive it eventually, to sell it 
at retail, it has been cut to about 
5 per cent of its original “pur- 
ity.” When the “adulterated 
product” is sold at retail in “caps” 
(capsules), or in “decks” (paper 
— it brings about $200,-

OST heroin “caps” are sell- 

ing at present on city streets 

for a dollar each. In “shoot- 
ing galleries,” apartments where 
a “fix” can be bought, the dollar 
price includes the use of a hypo- 
dermic and other paraphernalia 
necessary to being “put straight.” 
“Shooting gallery” operators pay 
about 20 cents for a “cap” if it 
+ purchased through a distribu- 
or. 

Although chances are a teen- 
ager has started “joy clubbing” 
with marijuana, he soon turns to 
heroin, or “H,” or “Horse.” He 
hears about the “bigger kicks” 
it affords. Almost always a “push- 
er” gives him a “cap” for a 
“trial run.” 

The victim—the “ultimate con- 
sumer’—in the early stages 
“snorts” it up his nose from a 
small mirror, or from his thumb- 
nail, A mirror is preferred, be- 
cause eyen tiny specks do not ad- 
here to its surface, so he gets 
“his money’s worth,”

South expected a little more in 
his partner’s hand after the two- 
spade response (which was a 
questionable bid;) and when 
North showed an ace in answer- 
ing the Blackwood convention, 
South decided to go all out for 
the slam. 

West opened the singleton club. 
South won and cashed the A-K 
of trumps. He then cashed his 
spades, to unblock the syit, after 
which he forced West on lead by 
laying down the heart jack. 
(South had no fear that West 
could lead another club. East’s 
high preemptive almost. guaran- 
teed an eight-card suit.) 


It should be observed that if 
West had returned a spade or a 
low diamond, South would have 
had very easy sailing. On the 
spade return, South would ruff, 
finesse successfully to the dia- 
mond queen and ruff another 
spade, establishing Dummy’s fifth 
spade for a club discard. Or, on 
the low diamond return by West, 
South would let it come around 
to his own jack and later finesse 
to the queen, fog a discard on 
the diamond ace.

ECENTLY a lean, starved-looking young man with wild 
hair committed suicide in Greenwich Village. ‘The papers 
called him a poet. First he jumped off a building, and 

when that didn’t kill him, he went home and strung himself 

up from a pipe. ; 
His name was Jack DeMoreland. The police knew little 

about him; the papers less. The aft critic whom he visited 

just before he leaped off the roof knew him scarcely at all. 

He attracted attention only because his first attempt at sui- 

cide failed. | 

_ I knew DeMoreland well. He was a friend of mine for 
many years, before the war. He wasn’t a poet. He was an 
artist—a painter and a cartoonist, We had worked together on 
the Washington Daily News. :

THE PATTERN OF SUICIDE is a strange, complex thing: 
rarely the same in any man. I know why DeMoreland killed 
himself. He killed himself because he saw the most beautiful 
pictures any man ever saw. They were right here,- clamoring 
to come out of his head, but his hands weren’t good enough 
to draw them forth. 
Jack knew what he wanted to put on paper, knew it so 


- well that it hurt him. But when he picked up the brush or pen 


it was always a bad distortion of what he was trying to say. 

An alienist would say that the man definitely was a 
psychopath, and so, I suppose, he was. He had tnied to kill 
himself once before, long ago, in a fit of depression. He had 
spent a short time in a mental hospital.

DeMORELAND used to do little line sketches for me on: 
sports stories, and later illustrated the top city-side feature of 
the day.

It was then that a girl reporter used to take him in hand. 
She would throw a big slug of bourbon into him, feed him 
forcibly, and plant him on the divan, where he'd sleep for 20 
hours or so and snap back to his cartoons and his maps.

“I visited the ward, wearing this 
gadget, and talked to some of the 
patients about things in general. 
I just held my hearing aid out 
in the open, for all to see, but 
didn’t say anything about it. Then 
when one of the men was looking 
at it, I happened to say, ‘There’s 
many a person that tucks them 
away in his pocket . . there 
are even some damn fools who 
are too stubborn to wear them 
at all.’ 

“The doctor told me it did 
some good, and this thing has 
been with me in every: picture 
ever since. You see, Mr. Hilton, 
there are a lot of ways to help 
in the rehabilitation of the handi- 
capped. It’s a long road, from 
the bed to the job, and you're 
in a position to help, too... ” 

In a brisk, businesslike way, 
Baruch sketched the problem.: 
There 
Americans, and the life-saving 
powers of modern medicine are 
swelling that number at the rate 
of 350,000 a year. And these 
aren't all war casualties, either. 
For example, 120,000 civilians lost 
limbs during World War II, com- 
pared with 21,000 veterans. 

“Now, there have been great 
advances in the physical rehabili- 
tation of the handicapped;”’ Ba- 
ruch went on, “but the training 
of a handicapped person to do 
something useful is senseless un- 
less you let him do something 
useful. It is not enough to dis- 
charge a patient and say, ‘Now 
you are capable of holding down 
a job.’. There is a further need 
to say, ‘Here at last, is the op- 
portunity to go to work.’” 

He explained J.O.B.—Just One 
Break—the organization that 
measures a man’s abilities, meas- 
ures a job’s physical require- 
ments, and fits the man to the 
job. “The term ‘able-bodied’ is 
misleading ... it all depends on 
what you need to be able to do. 
An accountant doesn’t have to run 
a hundred yard dash.”

HE cuckoo of Europe has had 
undreds of 


T a bad name for h 


years. There are relatives of 
this bird in North America; but 
they are different. 
First I must say something “on 
the good side” about Europe’s 


- cuckoos. They can sing, and their 7% 


voices are fairly musical. They 
call out their name, saying, “koo- 
koo, koo-koo, koo-koo.” Some per- 
sons like their songs, but others 
do not enjoy music from such bad 
birds. 

What is wrong with them? 

One thing is the fact that they 
are lazy. They place their eggs 
in the nests of other birds, and 
let those birds do the hatching! 
Think of parent birds who are too 
lazy to build nests or warm their 


eggs! 


Wagtails and other birds may 
leave their nests for short periods, 
say 15. or 20 minutes. In most 
cases nothing harmful follows, 
but a sly female cuckoo may slip 


, into the nest and lay an egg.

Word for It

My English class and I 
Q would be grateful if you'd 
® give us a down-to-earth 
discussion of the “split infini- 
tive.” I was taught years ago 
that the split infinitive is to be 
avoided at all costs. But how 
can one avoid the split in such 
sentences as this: “We expect to 
more than double our attend- 
ance?” Mrs. S.E.L. 
A. First of all, for the benefit 
of ail readers, let us see just 
what is meant by “split infini- 
tive.” An infinitive is a verb 
that usually is preceded by “to,” 
as: to go; to drive; to sing; to 
dance. The word “to” is called 
the sign of the infinitive. 


Now then, when an adverb is 
“to” and the 
verb, the infinitive is said to 
have been split. These are 
split infinitives: to/quickly/go; 
to/carefully/drive; to/sweetly/ 
sing; to/gaily/dance. 


The old prejudice against split- 
ting the infinitive has largely dis- 
appeared, and the split is no 
longer regarded as improper 
grammatically. This comment in 


_ Webster’s New International is a 


good summation of the consensus 
of the modern authorities: “The 
splitting has been widely objected 
to, but it sometimes is desirable 
or necessary especially to avert 
ambiguity.” 

In your sentence, Mrs. L., there 
is no way to keep from splitting: 
“We expect to/more than/double 
our attendance.” Of course, one 
may avoid the split by rewording 
the sentence, but it isn’t neces- 
sary in this case, for such ex- 
pressions as “to/more than/dou- 
ble” have long been good usage. 

My suggestion to teachers is: 
Explain carefully what is meant 
by the term split infinitiye. I- 
lustrate on the blackboard by 
means of the stroke /, thus: to/ 
clearly/state; to/slowly/walk. 

But I should not give students 
the impression that they should 
never split the infinitive. Simply 
explain that the splitting is quite 
proper especially in constructions 
that might otherwise be awkward 
or unclear.

Now and then it seems that the 
female lays her .egg on the 
ground, then picks it up in her 
bill: and carries it to the nest.

That is only part of the sad 
story. The rest comes after the 
eggs hatch. The young cuckoos 
are greedy, and grow faster than 
the baby wagtails, finches, pipits 
or hedge warblers. A time comes 
when there is too little room in 
the nest, and the young cuckoo 
pushes the others out! Down they 
fall to the ground, usually meet- 
ing death. 


Sometimes it happens that two 
cuckoo eggs are placed in a single 
nest, along with several eggs of 
the owners. The eggs hatch, and 
the cuckoos get most of the food 
which is brought to the young. 
The babies of the owners starve, 
or are pushed out, and only the 
two cuckoos are left to feed. They 
are likely to quarrel, and the 
stronger sometimes pushes the 
other one out. 

Since Europe’s cuckoos are 
larger birds than the wagtails and 
other birds whose nests they in- 
vade,; we might expect them to 
lay larger eggs. The fact is that 
their eggs are small, and match 
closely with the eggs which the 
nest-owners lay.
